1 . 1 am tlie regional manager.of B & B Medical Services Mc. .3 & B Medical). I 
have been employed by B&B for flie past 31 years. 

2. B&B Medical, is a home healftcare eqmpment supplier, including equipment such 

as oxygen canisters. B&B Medical has VA oontracte all o^er the United States. 

3. B&B is currently utiilJjang Ifae applicants' services. 

' ' f Kior to utilizing applicants' services. B&B Medical required to hire laborers 
lo pick up our tanks for re-fiUing, these labcnrers in turn taMng our c 

ground-based re-filling stations. 
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5. The turn around time for re-filling our canxstersj utilizing tiiese grotind-based re- 
filling fftations was at least a week. 

6. ITiis in turn required B&B Medical to keep additional cajiisiets so that we could 
continue to operate and supply canisters to oar i^tients, wh;.le we waited for lite 
return of our repleni^ed canisters. 

7. Furthermore, many of B&B Medical's canisters were never :ceturaed to us by the 
ground-based re-fif Jing stations, tcquiring us to purchase evsn more oanistsas. 

8. Over the years, tWs resulted in financial loss 1o B&B Medicd as well as a 
decreased operating efSciency. In short, we sp«Qt considerate time and ejBfort in 
an attempt to alleviate these problems. . 

9. In January of 2007, B&B Medical became a client of the applicants' services 
flirough C&M OxyfiU, then in July 2008 through P&J Oxyfill -v^ch is lic^ised to 
operate through C&M Oxyfill, and took over their ro^tte at this time. 

1 0. The use of applicants' mobile Transfilling method has allowed B&B Medical to 
retain possession of our canister while they are inspected and re-filled on our 
premises. 

1 1 . Furthermore, the entire re-filHng operation has become quicker and more ejScient 
by having it performed on our poemises. Instead of taking week, our canisters can 
generally be re-filled within an hour. 

12. In addition^ the use of applicants' method has obviated the nsjed to purchase extra 
canister-inventory as 25)pljcants' method obviates Ihe possibility that our canistws 
will become lost, or misplaced, or inadvertently transferred to another medical 
supply company during the Transfilling process, as was often the case when B&B 
medical was utilizing ground-based supplying stations. As a i-csult of the use of ' 
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applicants mobile re-filling syste.m, B&B Medical has expeiieaced both 
operations efficiency as well as financial banejSts- 

13. B&B Medical has also employed ^pUoants' services for an additional recognized 
benefit, namely that is time of emergency siUiations, fixed-location/gtotind-based 
re-filling stations can become flooded and or lose power, and thus become 
inoperable. This in turn adver^ly affects the ability of medical equipment supply 
companies, such as ows, to provide medical oxygen to needy patients ai home. 
However, the use of applicants' mobile TransfiUingtnelihod abviatesthis concern 
as applicants' method allows them to transport tixeir filling station to our locations 
at virtually any time. 

14. In summary, the applicants' method has finally satisfied a long-felt, but 
previously un-met need in the industry.

to utiliize Iheir mobUe Transfilling method. (See Exhibit 3 - copy of Licensing 
Agreement) 

3. My company has been servicing medical supply equipment companies in south 

Louisiana, including Baton Rouge and Lafeyette, for the past four years, utilizing 
flie ^plicants* mobile TransfiUh^ methods. 
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4. When my company first started opraalions, we had no clients and there were a 
plurality of conventional ground-based re-filling stations doing business in my 
region. 

5. My company subsequently developed a significant cUent base. 

6. Many of my current cUents had fi>nnerly utilized these conventional ground-based 
le-filling stations but subsequently switched to my oonqanies services. 

7. My company did not have any pre-existing relationship with out current cUents. 

8. Prior to utilizing our services, our current clients were required to hire laborers to 
pick up their canisters for refilling, these laborers in turn takmg the canisters to 
conventional ground-based re-filling stations. These canisters often took weeks to 
be filled, and were oflien either lost or misplaced, costing our cUents' time and 
nuMiey. 

9. The applicants' method has finally satisfied a long-felt but previously un-met need 
in the industry. 

10. Many conventional ground-based re-filling stations in my company's region have 
heaco ceased operation. 

11. As one example, Medox, Inc., of Lafeyette ceased operations after my company 
started operations in its area, 

12. As another example. National Welding Siq)ply Inc. of Baton Rouge, remained in 
busmess performing welding -related business, however ceased fillmg medical 
oxygen canisters. 

1 3 . As yet another example, Life Gas, a division of Linde Gas North America LLC, a 
nation-witk company, also ceased operations in our region. 
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14, During fte past four years my company has also achieved commercial success. 
My company's gross sales for the year 2009 are projected to be $500,000.
